JN SY bertas of late years leveral Perſons and Coꝛpoꝛations, upon pꝛetence 
n 2 that there wanted ſmall moneys to be currant in law and oꝛdinary 
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2 payments amongſt the poozer ſozt, have pzeſumed to cauſe certain 
FW picces of Bꝛals, Copper, and other Bale Mettals to be ſtamped 
with their pzivate ſtamps; and then impoſed thole pieces upon Our 
IE pooz Subjects faz Pence, Half-pence, oꝛ Farthings, as the makers 
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ence, That the miſchief hath ſtill encrealed, Partly by having Our ſmall Silver moneys 
bought in am hoarded up, that lo there might ve a ſcarcity thereof in common payments: 
But chiefly bo the vaſt Gain and pꝛolit which thele Stampers make to themſelves, and 
koꝛ which they choole to run any hazards of Law, rather then quit the hopes of their pꝛi⸗ 
vate lucre: We therefoze taking the; pztmiſſes info Our Pzincely conſideration, and be- 
lieving that Our Subjects would not eaſily be wzought upon to accept the Farthings 
and Half-pence of theſypzivate Stampers, if there were not ſome kind ofneceſſity fo2 ſuch 
--finall Coynas fo be made foꝛ Publique uſe, which cannot well be done in Silver, noꝛ ſafe- 
I in any other Mettal, unlels the intrinſick value of the Coyn be equal, oꝛ near to that 
balus foꝛ which it is made currant : Have thought fit, by Advice of Dur Pꝛiby Council, 
to caule certain Farthings and Half-pence of Copper to be Stamped at Our Mint, accoꝛ⸗ 
ding to ſuch foꝛm, and wich ſuch Impꝛeſlion as We have directed : And We have given 
ſpecial Charge to OurOfffers there, That they cauſe ſuch Hall pence and Farthings ſo 
fo be Coyned, to contain as much Copper in weight, as (hall be of the true intrinſick value 
and worth of an Halk⸗peny o2 Farthing reſpectively, the charges ok Coyning and utter⸗ 
ing being onely deducted. And We do further by this Dur Royal Pꝛoclamation De⸗ 
: | clare, Publiſh, and Authoꝛize the laid Half-pence and Farthings of Copper lo Coyned,and 
| to be Coyned, to be currant money; and that the ſame from and akter this inſfant 16th day 
| of Auguſt, (hall paſs and be received in all Payments, Bargains, and Erchanges to be 
| had oꝛ made between Our Subjects, which Hall ve under the value of Sir pence, and not 
; otherwile, noꝛ in any other manner. And if any Perlon oz Perlons, Bodies Politique 
dn Coppozate, ſhallafter the Firſt day ol September next, pzeſume to make, vend, o2 utter 
any Pence, Half-pence, Farthings, oz other pieces of Bzals, Copper, oz other Bale Met- 
5 tal, other then the Half-pence and Farthings by this Our Royal Pꝛoclamation Autho- 
. rized and allowed; 02 ſhall offer to counterfeit any of Our Half-pence oꝛ Farthings, We 
Hall hold all ſuch Offenders utterly inertulable, and (hall cauſe their Contempt of Our 
Laws and Government to be chaſtiled with Exemplary Severity. l |
